RUMANIA TOWN 
TORN BY RIOTING 


Three Killed, Many Hurt in 
Nagyvarad Disorders 
Jews and Magyars Feel Wrath 
of Angry Foes 
Citizens Afraid to Go Out; 
Buildings Destroyed 


BUDAPEST (Hungary) Dec. 7. 
Two days of disorder, during which 
three men were stabbed to death. 
many persons injured and several 
bulldings destroyed, have occurred tp 
the town of Nagyvarad, Rumania, 
near the Rumanian-Hungarian bor- 
der, reports from the frontier say. 

The demonstrations were at first 


directed against the Jews and .then 
against the Magyars. Naegyvarad for- 
merly belonged to Hungary, but was 
annexed to Rumania.

Collins's 
select but modest rooming- 
house in West Forty-third street. 
He fell dead of heart failure, 
which was to be expected in view 
of the way he had carried on for 
forty years and more.

Though he had made some money 
in his day as a featherweight prize 
fighter and the cleverest boxer, so 
they say, of all time, it wasn’t much 
by modern standards and, any way, 
he spent the last of it long ago.

Grif’s tastes. In fact, you could 
corfectiy that Griff bad no 
tastes. At his best he was pot very 
attractive. At his worst, these last 
few years, as he shuffled tn and out 
of the brown stone half basement 
speak easies, or drowsed om the back 
stoop of the Rialto on sunny days, 
he was blown up to more than 200 
pounds, with solled gray whiskers 
like spines jutting out of his dead 
gray jowls.
